ANOTHER SENSATION. 


This morning it developed that thpre 


was another sensation 
in connection 


with the case. It appears that William 
Vogc, son of the condemned innn, gave 
his father a mortgage on his Yorkville 
fnrin, for $2,200. The father, at appears, 
assigned this mortgage to his daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Ludevig, of 
Chicago. She 


claims that in February last she sent 
thes mortgage to her father. It devel- 
ops that the old man never got it, but 
that the son, William, received the let- 
ter, opened it and took out the mort- 
gage. He failed to sign for it at. the 
postofficc. Some one made complaint to 
the postofficc inspectors nnd today Post- 
oflicc Inspector Bird was here looking 
into the case, for the postal authorities 
arc responsible for the mortgage. 


William Vogc, the son admits that he 


opened the letter and took out the mort- 
gage, but that it was addressed to Fred- 
erick or William Voge. Ho also claims 
that lie has paid tho full amount of the 
mortgage to his father and Bister, except 
8400. This the father emphatically de- 
nies, claiming that ho never received a 
cent. Whether the old nrnn did get tho 
money and is holding it back, is a ques- 
tion. The postal inspector has not yet 
decided what ho will do in the matter, 
but there may bo arrests if the matter 
is not straightened out. In the mean- 
time Frederick Voge has not yet paid 
his attorney for the hard labor he per- 
formed during the progress of the case 
and trial.

The paper is printed in good type and 


contains four 
pages 
of "up-to-date" 


reading matter. It appears to have been 
edited by men of intelligence and author- 
ity. On the date of the publication, the 
first time, are a few lines stating the 
policy 
of the paper. The words are: 


"Racine Advocate 
devoted to politics, 


foreign and domestic, intelligence, me- 
chanics, education, temperance, agricul- 
ture, general news, etc." 


On the editorial page is an interesting 


•"'write up" of Racine. It seems that 
many copies of the paper were sent east 
in hopes of influencing the people of the 
Ifcw England slates to immigrate west 
and locate hero, where there were better 
opportunities than any other port along 
the west shore of T.ake Michigan. The 
article referred to the old government 


! road commencing here and running to 


Gr.'cn Hay. This road is now what i« 
called tho Milwaukee road. In the early 
days it was called the main artery.of, 
Wisconsin pouring its' benefits into Ra- 
cine. 
"" RIVALRY WITH MILWAUKEE. 


The paper also gives local market quo- 


tations and prints some interesting elec- 
tion returns, which would lead its read- 
ers to believe that Kncine was larger 
than Milwaukee in 
those days. Any- 


how, 
there was much rivalry between the 


two points at that time. The iot.il num- 
ber 
of voles cr.nt in Milwaukee 
and 


Washington counties is given as liO while 
Kncino county has a total of 2fili, Will- 
worth county polled something like a. 
hundred, and Kenosha county and Ken- 
oshn, at that time called Southport, is 
not inentio:ied at all.

Carroll D. Wright lately uttered some 


very cheerful 
ideas regarding the les- 


sening of crime, contending that tho sta- 
tistics proved offenses that had 
boon 


more generally under the ban of the 
criminal codes for several decades past, 
would show it relative decrease. 
This 


decrease he said was duo in part to tha 
moro improved methods 
in penology, 


this improvement itself tho 
result of 


practical growth in a practical religion. 
Perhaps a. literal translation might read 
that crime had relatively decreased com- 
paring with the population tables because 
of tho far more accurate tables kept 
of crime, and the statistics of the police 
belter tabulated; thus a hundred years 
ago tho reports of crime were meager 
as compared with the records of 
the 


present dny., and our students of crim- 
ology working with the wealth of infor- 
mation now derivable must not neglect 
the different factors entering into this 
matter of increasing or 
decreasing of 


crime. 


But it is much moro likely that crime 


as crime has not increased and people 
that under differing circumstances would 
commit crime arc now through various 
processes, kept from an outward break. 
It is, indeed, very probable that tho mor- 
al sentiment of the world lit large has 
naturally inoreusod, 
which 
of course 


would he a factor decreasing crime, that 
Is voluntary crime. There are degrees 
of crime just as there are different mind- 
ed people, and it is doubtless the case 
that as the intellect, the mind, the con- 
science so to speak is strengthened and 
ns well the bodily strength maintained 
with good temperance food, that 
the 


tendency to wrong doing is warded off 
far easier. 


The theory is born out somewhat by 


the reported assertions 
of 
the 
Cook 


county states attorney, Charles ?. Den- 
een. now a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for governor of Illinois, that 
"criminality is born in every child and 
that the tendency to lie and steal is as 
naturally inherent as is the breathing 
capacity." Says Mr. Dencen: 


'•Tho criminal nge might be said to be 


between IS and 24 years. The young 
highwayman is infinitely more danger- 
ous than the one of mature years. It is 
he who commits murders—who becomes 
nervous and shoots when an older crimi- 
nal would bo more regardful of conse- 
quences." 


If this is true or even partly true, it 


gives that much more force to the be- 
lief of Mr. Wright. Environments, the 
force of circumstances, early 
training, 


pood luck or poor luck in gaining a live- 
lihood, happy or unhappy domesticity, 
all are factors in the crime element. Mr, 
Denecn would have us think, criminality 
always lies skin deep so to speak, and it 
does seem to do thin very thing, when 
wo see. only too often, those apparently 
enjoying every comfort, every joy of 
life, und living in the sanctity of relig- 
ion, give, way and commit vulgar crime. 
Indeed some of these men living openly 
in the sight of man a goodly life, secret- 
ly are living a life of crime. It may be 
imagined the born criminal, the child 
with the criminal instinct, was unrecog- 
nisable until the shell burst and the de- 
termining factor whatever it might be, 
disclosed to the world tho criminal side. 


Still the world grows better, and with 


the great advantages of the modern life, 
and ginnt strides towards greater tiling*, 
tho continuing advances 
in methods 


that alleviate hardships, better educated 
people, increasing knowledge as to how 
to live healthier lives, the advancing 
moral forces in the world, it will ever 
prow and increase on that brighter side. 


•SUGGESTIONS OF VAMIE. 


The Interstate Commerce commission 


bos made so extended a report and is so 
full of comments and suggestions that 
tho press seems to have taken it up in 
installments. The burden of the com- 
plaint of the commission in, congress in 
appointing such a commission enacted a 
law which pretended to 
do 
certain 


things, but which does nothing of the 
sort. 
For several years the members 


havo assembled in various cities and in- 
vestigated complaints, only later on to 
lind tho courts everywhere? refusing to 
consent to give any form and substance 
to their work. In instances of com- 
plaints where it was shown discriminat- 
ing rates hud been given, invariably 
there would bo forthcoming arguments, 
rather opinions from learned judges, to 
demonstrate competition regulated, or 
the commission had no power to enforce 
it* findings. At any rate year by yenr 
tho commission has been shorn of all 


the power it ever imagined it possessed 
and even the new lease of existence 
thought to be given by the Elkins law 
of last winter has been proven to be a 
hollow mockery. It is now shown to be 
the fact that the two provisions at first 
given by the Elkins measure before en- 
actment, in the final roundup, had boon 
carefully obliterated, and the Interstate 
;ommission was no stronger than before. 
But this winter there are hopes congress 
will do something and the members of 
the commission think they may be of 
moro service than mere stop gaps be- 
tween people and members of congress. 


But anyhow, thi." commission is doing 


work upon other lines if it is unable to 
work on direct lines. It furnishes valua- 
ble information and gives suggestions of 
fruitfulness. 
Its statistics 
fall some- 


whercs and. cause thoughts. In this last 
report the commission takes up 
tho 


question of state regulation of railroads 
as follows: 


With the view of carrying on a cam- 


paign against state regulation of rail- 
roads, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion has issued a special report giving a 
twelve-year review of state, railroad 
commissions. Regarding it the commis- 
sion says, among other things: 
'One of 


the chief embarrassments in the exercise I 
of adequate governmental control over 
the organization, construction and ad- 
ministration of railways in the 
United 


Plates is found in the many sources of 
statutory authority recognized by our 
form of government. The federal consti- 
tution provides for uniformity in statu- 
tory control, eo far as interstate com- 
merce is concerned, but it docs not touch 
commerce within the states, nor, as at 
present interpreted, does it cover the or- 
•anizntion of railroad corporations or 
the construction of railroad properties. 
These matters, as well as the larger part 
of that class of activities included under 
the police jurisdiction, arc left to the 
states." 


State laws arc very incomplete and it 


can readily be believed as 'lie report af- 
firms, that there arc a large number of 
subjects stale legislatures have as yet 
never touched upon. It mny also be as 
readily believed it is only too true that 
these railrond commie-ions are more in 
the nature of political commissions than 
carrying out their 
assumed objects. 


Again in order that results be secured 
in harmony throughout the Union, the 
commission 
present 
data to 
demon- 


strate that cither the states must agree 
to do business upon some well defined 
basis common to every state, or else 
delegate to congress 
their particular 


state rights to regulate railroads within 
state lines. 


Sl'fl'RESS 1IAZIXG. 


If President Van Ilise, of tho state 


university continues firm in his declar- 
ed intention to efface hazing, one great 
educational institution will have carried 
out a most desirable reformation. 
As 


lie well says, the practice of hnzing is 
demoralizing, and it is degrading, that 
while he (loos not object to innocent di- 
version, college hazing as now practic- 
ed must come to an end. If the profes- 
sors cannot stop it. if the police can 
not terminate, says President Van Ilise, 
perhnps banishment may prove an effec- 
tual cure. 


It has not been so very long ago that 


the country rang with the horrors of 
West Point hazing, and this followed by 
revelations of other samples of detesta- 
ble barbarism in various colleges and 
universities, 
has gradually created in 


the minds of the public, that the sooner- 
American educational institutions ceas- 
ed practices exceeding even the rites of 
our once wild Indians, the better it 
would bo for the growing generation of 
boys and girls. From time to time have 
come from Madison accounts 
of 
wild 


pranks, of hazing practices, that dis- 
graceful would be a conservative defini- 
tion, and 
some of these exhibitions of 


students horse plays, liavc not always 
occurred in the hazing line either. 


President Van Iliso is right, eve.rl.ist- 


in"ly right, and in his position should 
be supported by the board of regents 
who possess almost autocratic powers. 
It would not be amiss if tho governor 
would list this hazing reform on his list 
from which ho t-r/uld occasionally vary 
with profit to tho youth of his state. 
Hazing must go. A few colleges have 
fairly succeeded in effacing 
the black 


mark of disgrace nnd it now remains for 
the University of Wisconsin to add to 
the cumber. 


Tho cooperation of the students is ask- 


ed for as a very 
necessary 
factor in 


bringing about the reformation nnd to 
this cud President Van Hise suggests ,1 
student's committee be appointed which 
shall represent all the different organi- 
zations of students, and in this commit- 
tee joining in with the, faculty an im- 
pelling force will be given 
that, 
will 


bring about this most desirable and nec- 
essary reform.

If the Chicago Inter-Ocean is correct 


the Panama canal project is no nearer a 
solution than it was n year or two ago. 
It complained, and not without some 
reason therefor that 
continual 
intri- 


gue had defeated the isthmus canal and 
might tend to delay the consummation 
of the desirable end. This paper says: 


"A few months ago it was said tho 


canal treaty negotiated by President 
Mnrroquin and our state department 
would be ratified because Marroquin was 
in favor of the canal, and because he 
would havo great 
influence with con- 


gress. When it came to the teat it had 
no influence at all with the senate, and 
General Reyes, who was also 
credited 


with favoring the, treaty, was reported 
to have said lie would havo inaugurated 
ft revolution rather than have tho trea- 
ty in its present shape ratified. 


"Now it is said that congress will not 


ratify the treaty because JIarroquin is 
a usurper and is distrusted, while Gen- 
eral Reyos, to be elected president in 
December, is a man of affairs, a umn 


who knows- just~\vhat the United States 
will accept and who is in favor of tho 
treaty. If he is elected, we are told, he 
will do what Marroqmn promised to do 
six months ago. 


"Here the canal question stands, no 


nearer solution that it was a year ago 
when the treaty was ratified, or eight- 
een months ago when the Spooner law 
was enacted 
or when the Nicaragua 


canal bill passed the house, or when tho 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty was abrogated. 
Involved in Colombian intrigue, we are 
no nearer a solution of tho isthmian 
canal problem than we were twenty 
years ago. Tlje only certain outcome of 
the. situation'in Colombia is delay. All 
other tilings are in the shadow. The 
Panama cloud is still over us."

COXSTITl'TIOSTAIiITY OF FLAG 


LAWS. 


The constitutionality of laws forbid- 


ding the use of the American flag for all 
purposes except the legitimate use in 
display of the national colors will be 
tested in a suit brought, in New York. 
The legislature of last winter enacted 
a flag desecration law, strict in its pro- 
visions, and absolutely forbade the use 
of the flag in any business sense what- 
ever. The lower court by stipulation, 
upholds the constitutionality of the law 
and it goes up to the higher court for 
final determination. 
One of the pleas 


set forth alleging the unconslitutional- 
ity v,pas that the law conflicted with the 
national trade mark law, but if the idea 
m this pica was to contend tho (lag 
ould be utilized as a trade mark and 
confirmed by the patent office, both the 
business world and the world of senti- 
ment will be in the strongest opposition 
:o anything of the sort. 


It certainly would be an 
anomaly 


should one individual, firm or corpora- 
tion incorporate the flag in its trade- 
mark, and henceforth deprive everybody 
elso from using the same thing, but in 
the abser.ee of particulars it may be 
presumed this in fact was not the plea 
in its integrity, but a plea set forth, 
that while the flag itself could not be 
copyrighted, one was legally entitled to 
use tho flag iu his trade mark, but sub- 
ject to tho use of everybody else of the 


o design. One 
prominent railroad 


now utilizes the shield as a design, but 
to set up the contention, tho design was 
copyrighted and no others could use the 
shield would of course be utterly ab- 
surd. It is claimed that other flag dese- 
cration laws, notably one of 
Illinois, 


prevents the use of tho flag upon a let- 
ter head or envelope, and it may be fair- 
ly surmised just as in man3" other in- 
stances, a proper law is made absurd. 
For instance, a law which absolutely for- 
bade any one from printing in his name, 
or kind of business on the face of the 
thig or using tho flag or banner as' a 
purely advertising device would bo prop- 
er enough. But to prohibit one from 
having the flag printed upon his.or her 
stationery is carrying it too far. 


GAME PROTECTION. 


The Grantsburg Journal declines to 


approve of this commendations seen on 
occasions in the press, of our game laws. 
It fails to perceive just where the claim- 
ed excellence lies and says such approval 
is of the rottcnest 
kind. This 
paper 


thinks that while the sportsman may be 
protected, tho man who really needs the 
game living way back in the woods has 
no rights the law respects. It further 
says: 


"A law that will let the man who lives 


in the back woods kill game and trade 
it off for shoes for his children would 
be a decent Inw and one that forbids the 
snlc is all wrong. What is needed is a 
Inw that will protect the backwoods 
settler more than the game itself. To 
kill for sport ought to be made a crime 
and to waste game after it is killed 
ought to bring the offender 
a double 


penalty." 


The Elkhorn 
Independent 
endorses 


the, views of tho Crantsburg paper, say- 
ing:

his premises, or to even shoot for pur- 
poses of helping out the family lurder. 
Gnme protection in the opinion of many 
people is carried on too sacred linos. 


TARIFF DHAWBACKS. 


Through the peculiar provision in the 


Dingley tariff law by which raw mater- 
ial imported into this country and re- 
exported in manufactured form escapes 
paying largo proportion of the proper 
duty, the American tin plate company in 
order to secure the making of tho oil 
cans needed by the Standard Oil cor- 
poration, had to first get the consent 
of its workmen to work for less wages 
upon the product to be exported abroad. 
Tli is reduction was secured some months 
ago, and a paragraph says the tonnage 
men in the tin plate works arc to soon 
begin upon the manufacture of this large 
order of 1,500,000 cans.

THE .PEOPLE'S SENSE OF JCSTICE. 


The people have a keen sense of any 


injustice visited upon its army and mili- 
tary heroes, but at the samo time they 
recognize human nature has its lirnita> 
tions and that an army or navy man 
might make a very poor executive offic- 
ial away from the sphere of his once ac- 
tive life. It does not follow at all that 
a, successful general would make a suc- 
cessful president, this fact lias cost the 
country something to satisfy itself, and 
no future mistake is liable to be made 
upon these lines. Then it follows that in 
the cases of both Admiral Schlcy and 
General Miles while the country gives 
both these officials their sympathy, and 
does not underrate their ability in their 
respective fields, yet official injustice by 
no menns would induce the people to 
elevate either of them, to high executive 
positions. 
The people have charity for 


the failings of General Miles for 
in- 


stance, yet recognizing the often official 
impertinence 
of 
Washington 
bureau 


chiefs and the bumptiousness of such men 
as Adjutant General Corbin, but all this 
with the very curt dismissal of the gen- 
eral on reaching retiring age, does not 
lead them to make a political favorite 
out of the general. 
There is not the 


slightest reason for supposing any poli- 
tical party will take up the general as 
a candidate. 


Congress will .undoubtedly in its next 


session through a joint resolution vote 
a suitable gold medal be presented to 
General Miles which will suitably com- 
memorate his services to his country as 
an officer and general of the army. This 


ll bo passed unanimously as showing 


tho appreciation of his countrymen for 
it is hardly expected any member of con- 
gress will be so churlish as to 
vote 


against it.

ed two electrical executions, neither one 
however, allowable by law, but still per-

protects

evcrywheres. At Niagara Falls a citizen 
was electrocuted in his own home, the 
fatal shock being received while in his 
cellar looking to ascertain the cause of 
trouble with the electric light 
wires. 


During the search an exposed wire gave 
him a shock of 2.000 volts, killing him 
instantcr. Another case came from Chi- 
cago where they have them often. Here 
a small boy was the victim. It seems 
the small boy and a playmate were play- 
ing on the roof of a barn and during 
their play must havo come in contact 
with a livo wire that ran over the barn 
roof, for one of the b03-s had his head 
badly burned while the other was pick- 
ed up unconscious from where he had 
fallen in the alley and died on his way 
to the hospital. 


Hardly a day that the prees does 


not chronicle fatalities caused by tho 
electric wires in some form. The victim 
is just as apt to be a skilled workman 
operating uloft on tho 
wires, 
us is 


some citizen ignorant of the dangers be- 
ing run every moment where electric cur- 
rents enter a household or place of busi- 
ness. Yet no laws operate to secure a 
reasonable degree of safety, 
and tho 


deadly live wire and the murderous third 
rail are permitted to net as 
murder 


agents at will. 


A COXGT1BSSIOXAL IWESTJGATIOIV. 


It is possible that President Roose- 


velt will himself forestall the Democrats 
in calling for an investigation into pos- 
tal matters and of matters connected 
with reported scandals from Indian ter- 
ritory. In this latter case a cabinet of- 
ficial has been accused of improper ac- 
tions, and while the press hns sounded 
no loud tocsins about it, yet, the feeling 
is strong, that tho charges should not bo 
ignored o^ the eve of a 
presidential 


campaign. Should tho president in his 
message or a, special message call for a 
congressional investigation it will take 
all the sting out of any demands made 
by the Democratic members.

DUBING PAST FIVE YEAfiS 


$1,500,000 Represents the Yearly 


Receipts iii Passenger and Freight 


Departments—Outgoing Trains 


Made Up Nightly. 


Tlia freight business on the railroads 


in Kacine hug doubled within the last 
five years, which gives evidence of the 
fact that tho manu/ncturers nre doing 
gome business nnd that the city 
is 


growing in proportion. 


This statement was made toduy by 


One of the lending railway men of this 
city. The passenger business bus nearly 
increased accordingly. 


A conservative estimate of the amount 


of outgoing business is placed nt 100 ear 
loads of merchandise, 
which 
consists 


principally of threshing machines and 
other agricultural implements. 
This 


amount is shipped from Racine daily 
over !Jio two roads running in here. 


It may be surprising to know but it 


Is nevertheless a fact, say the railway 
men, that more goods nre shipped into 
Racine daily than there is exported in 
car numbers, while the totnl receipts for 
tho imnort business may not exceed the 
charges on the export business. 


A large portion of the export busi- 


ness is handled in furniture vans, while 
most of the incoming goods reach tho 
city in smaller cars. It is said thut 
about 125 cars of freight are rolled into 
Eiicine daily. 


$1,500,000 A YEAR BUSINESS. 


'A close estimate of the total amount 


of business in dollars and cents con- 
ducted hero in a month is placed be- 
tween 
$125,000 and 
$150.000. 
This 


amount includes the receipts in both 
freight 
and 
pnp.senger 
departments, 


showing u grand total of over a $1,500,- 
000 collected by the railways in I\ncine 
during the year. This money is cash as.

Stables at Goll Grounds Torn to 


Pieces 
and Club Honse 


Somewhat Damaged. 


LAEGE OAK TREES SHOW 


EFFECT OF STRONG WIND 


Racine Again Lucky Main Part o1 


Storm Passing: to the North West 


—Raged With Great Violence 


at Milwaukee. 


'A severe storm, almost as fierce as tho 


deadly cyclone that tore Raeine to 
pieces many years ago, passed through 
the country in the town of Mt. Pleasant 
just west of the city limits between the 
hours of twelve and one o'clock last 
night, doing much damage to property. 


General roaring of thunder and vivid 


flashes of lightning seemed to stir the 
quiet winds until they blew at terrible 
velocity. The storm wrought havoc in 
its path. The stables at the Racine 
Golf club were literally torn to pieces. 
Many large oak trees were -wrenched 
from the roots and blown down. The 
club house and cottage were also dam- 
aged but not to such a groat extent. 
Boards and shingles were torn off, caus- 
ing a bad leakage. The damage to tho 
association will be quite large. 


The freakish course of the stoi-m was 


particularly noticeable this morning. It 
came from the southwest and passed to 
the northeast. 
As no special damage 


is reported southwest of the country 
club it is believed that the storm called 
a tail end. of a cyclone by William Ire- 
land, the, chef, living with his family in 
the cottage, came down from the clouds 
like a hawk fixes its fangs into a chicken 
and then soars away with its prey, for 
no damage northeast of the golf grounds 
is reported. 


Mr. Ireland was interviewed this morn- 


ing and told his story: 


'Mv wife and family live in the cot- 


tage. Between midnight and one o'clock 
last night we were aroused from our 
sleep by an awful wind. Previous the 
air was still with the exception of heavy 
thunder aud repeated Hashes of light- 
ning. There was clap after clap which 
seemed to increase steadily just south- 
west of us. .This was accompanied by 
a heavy wind and a few drops of rain. 
Suddenly the storm with all its force 
was down upon us. It did not last long. 
You could hear the frees crack, and all 
of a sudden there was a crash, and in 
another instont all was comparatively 
•juiet. I went out and found tho con- 
,cqucncc8." 


HEAVY DAMAGE NORTH. 


Another terrific storm passed in close 


proximity to Racine between S and 0 
o'clock last ni^ht and did considerable 
damage north of here ^specially at Bay 
View and Milwaukee. There was a hea- 
vy wind, deluge of rain and some thun- 
der and lightning. For a time the rain 
was blown through the air in regular 
akes and streets were filled with wa- 
ter. Pedestrians caught out were drench- 
ed and the German residents and band, 
who started out in parade, had to make 
a break for shelter. Except a few limbs 
of trees being broken, and some wires 
wing blown down and low lands flooded, 
;here was no damage in this vicinity. 


At Buy View, north of hare, it is re- 


ported that there was a regular cloud 
jurst and the low lands were flooded 
and street car tracks were submerged. 
It was impossible to board cars without 
wading ankle deep in water. In Milwau- 
kee plate glass windows wore wrecked 
n stores and some damage done. Street 
car traffic was stopped for an hour. 
Telephones and telegraph wires suffered. 
Sidewalks were under water and it is re- 
jorted the worst storm in many years 
last. 


Reports from the western and north- 


ern parts of the county show that the 
etorm last iiipht and also tho one this 
morning did great damage in many scc- 
,ions. Along tho line of the Southwest- 
ern division of tho Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railway between this city 
and Burlington a large number of tcle- 
jraph and telephone poles are down; 
also trees nnd fences. A large amount 
of land is under water, corn blown over 
,nd flooded and other damage done.

Toublc most of the day and it was dif- 
"icult to get messages through to many 
:ities. 


In tho storm of last Saturday night

The cream -that 18 received by a fac-

All the changes

ing that takes place In the factory IB 
wholly due, or almost wholly, to the 
growth of the acid bacteria. 


A ripened cream is almost a pnrt 


culture of acid bacteria, but this does 
not mean that the ripening has been 
produced by this bacteria alone. That 
the lactic bacteria play an Important 
part In the ripening Is perfectly evi- 
dent; that they are the sole cause of 
the changes occurring In the ripening 
is not so evident. 


The peculiar flavor of spring batter, 


which is so mucli desired by the butter 
maker, ia not due to th« development 
of the common lactic bacteria. Butter 
ripened during tho winter months de- 
velops the two species of lactic bac- 
teria as abundantly and as quickly as 
does that ripened in-the spring, but the 
flavor does not make its appearance. 


In the last three experiments re- 


corded the spring flavor was very no- 
ticeable in the cream, but the develop- 
ment of the acid bacteria, or the two 
species referred to, was practically the 
same as in nil the previous experi- 
ments. • Tbe spring flavor, therefore, 
cannot be due to these common lactic 
bacteria. 


To what this spring flavor Is owing 


we are not yet satisfied. Whether it 
will prove to be due to the large 
growth of miscellaneous bacteria dur- 
ing the first few hours of ripening or 
whether It Is duo to a difference hi the 
chemical nature of'the cream remains 
for further experiments to decide.— 
Professor H. W. Conn.

ANOTHER SENSATION. 


This morning it developed that there

It appears that William 
Vogc, son of the condemned man, gave 
lis father a mortgage on his Yorkville 
farm, for $2,200. The father, at appears, 
assigned this mortgage to his daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Luclevig, of Chicago. She 
claims that in February last she sent 
thes mortgage to her father. It devel- 
ops that the old man never got it, but 
that the son, William, received the let- 
ter, opened it and took out the mort- 
gage, lie failed to sign for it at the 
postofficc. Some one made complaint to 
the postofficc inspectors and today Post- 
office Inspector Bird was here looking 
into the case, for the postal authorities 
are responsible for the mortgage. 


William Vogc, the son admits that he 


opened the letter and took out the mort- 
gage, but that it was addressed to Fred- 
erick or William Voge. He also claims 
that he hos paid the full amount of the 
mortgage to his father and sister, except 
$400. This the father emphatically de- 
nies, claiming that he never received a 
cent. Whether the old man did get the 
money and is holding it back, is a ques- 
tion.

The property or- 
iginally belonged to Mr. Carroll's father. 


The paper is printed in good type and 


contains 
four pages of "up-to-date" 


reading matter. It appears to have been 
edited by men of intelligence and author- 
ity. On the date of the publication, the 
first time, are a few lines stating the 
policy of the paper. The words arc: 
'Racine Advocate devoted to politics, 
foreign and domestic, intelligence, me- 
chanics, education, temperance, agricul- 
ture, general news, etc." 


On the editorial page is an interesting 


"write up" of Racine. It seems that 
many copies of the paper were sent east 
in hopes of influencing the people of the 
New England states to immigrate west 
and locate here, where there were better 
opportunities than any other port along 
the west shore of Lake Michigan. The 
article referred to the old government 
road commencing here and running to 
Green Bay. This road is now what is 
culled tho Milwaukee road. In the early 
inys it was called the main artery..of 
Wisconsin' pourin-g it'*' benefits into" Ra- 
cine. 


' RIVALRY WITH MILWAUKEE. 
The paper also gives local market quo- 


tations and prints some interesting elec- 
tion returns, which would lead its read- 
ers to believe that Racine was larger 
than Milwaukee in those days. Any- 
how, there was much rivalry between the 
two points at that time. The total num- 
ber of votes cast in Milwaukee and 
Washington counties is given as CO while 
Racine county has a total of 260, Wai- 
worth county polled something like a 
hundred, and Kcnosha county and Ken- 
osha, at that time called Southport, is 
not mentioned at all.

IS CHIME LESSENING? 


Carroll D. Wright lately uttered some 


very cheerful ideas regarding the les- 
sening of crime, contending that the sta- 
tistics proved offenses that had been 
more generally under the ban of the 
criminal codes for several decades past, 
would show a relative decrease. This 
decrease he said was due in part to the 
more improved methods in penology, 
this improvement itself the result of 
practical growth in a practical religion. 
Perhaps a literal translation might read 
that crime had relatively decreased com- 
paring with the population tables because 
of the far more accxirate tables kept 
of crime, and the statistics of the police 
better tabulated; thus a hundred years 
ago the reports of crime were meager 
as compared with the records of the 
present day., and our students of crim- 
ology working with the wealth of infor- 
mation now .derivable must not neglect 
the different factors entering into this 
matter of increasing or decreasing of 
crime. 


• But it is much more likely that crime 
as crime has not increased and people 
that under differing circumstances would 
commit crime arc now through various 
processes, kept from an outward break. 
It is, indeed, very probable that the mor- 
al sentiment of the world at large has 
naturally increased, which 
of course 


would be a factor decreasing crime, that 
is voluntary crime. There arc degrees 
of crime just as there are different mind- 
ed people, and it is doubtless the case 
that as the intellect, the mind, the con- 
science so to speak is strengthened and 
as well the bodily strength maintained 
with good temperance food, that 
the 


tendency to wrong doing is warded off 
far easier. 


The theory is born out somewhat by 


the reported assertions of the 
Cook 


county states attorney, Charles S. Den- 
een, now a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for governor of Illinois, that 
"criminality is born in every child and 
that the tendency to lie and steal is as 
naturally inherent as is the breathing 
capacity." Says Mr. Deneen: 


"The criminal age might be said to bo 


between 18 and 24 years. The young 
highwayman is infinitely more danger- 
ous than the one of mature years. It is 
he who commits murders—who becomes 
nervous and shoots when an older crimi- 
nal would be more regardful of conse- 
quences." 


If this is true or even partly true, it 


gives that much more force to the be- 
lief of Mr. Wright. 
Environments, the 


force of circumstances, early training, 
good luck or poor luck in gaining a live- 
lihood, happy" or unhappy domesticity 
all are factors in the crime element. Mr. 
Deneen would have us think, criminality 
always lies skin deep so to speak, and it 
does seem to do this very thing, when 
we see only too often, those apparently 
enjoying every comfort, every joy 
of 


life, and living in the sanctity of relig- 
ion, give way and commit vulgar crime 
Indeed florae of these men living openly 
in the sight of man a goodly life, secret- 
ly arc living a life of crime. It may be 
imagined the born criminal, the cliilc 
with the criminal instinct, was unrecog- 
nizable until the shell burst and the de- 
termining factor whatever it might be, 
disclosed to the world the criminal side, 


Still the world grows better, and with 


the great advantages of the modern life, 
and giant strides towards greater things, 
the continuing advances 
in methods 


that alleviate hardships, better educated 
people, increasing knowledge as to how 
to live healthier lives, the 
advancing 


moral forces in the world, it will ever 
grow and increase on that brighter side 


he power it ever imagined it possessed 
and even the new lease of existence 
nought to be given by the Elkins law' 
f last winter has been proven to be a 
lollow mockery. It is now shown to be 
he fact that the two provisions at first 
given by the Elkins measure before en- 
ictment, in the final roundup, had been 
arefully obliterated, and the Interstate 
qmmission was no stronger than before.

vheres and. cause thoughts. In this last 
report the commission takes 
up 
the 


question of state regulation of railroads 
,s follows: 
"With the view of carrying on a cam- 


iaign against, state regulation of rail- 
roads, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion has issued a special report giving a 
twelve-year review of state 
railroad 


commissions. Regarding it the commis- 
sion says, among other things: 'One of 
;he chief embarrassments in the exercise 
of adequate governmental control over 
;he organization, construction and ad- 
ninistration of railways in the 
United 


States is found in the many sources of 
statutory authority recognized by our 
'orm of government. The federal consti- 
;ution provides for uniformity in statu- 
;ory control, so far as interstate com- 
mered is concerned, but it does not touch 
commerce within the states, nor, as at 
present interpreted, does it cover the or- 
ganization of railroad corporations or 
;he construction of railroad properties. 
These matters, as well as the larger part 
of that class of activities included, under 
;he police jurisdiction, are left to the 
states." 


State laws arc very incomplete and it 


can readily be believed as '.he report af- 
firms, that there arc a large number of 
subjects state legislatures have as yet 
never touched upon. It may also be as 
readily believed it is only too true that 
;hesc railroad commissions are more in 
;he nature of political commissions than 
carrying out their 
assumed objects. 


Again in order that results be secured 
n harmony throughout the Union, tlie 
commission 
present 
data to 
demon- 


strate that cither the states must agree 
to do business upon some well defined 
lasis common to every state, or else 
delegate to congress their particular 
state rights to regulate railroads within 
state lines. 


'SUGGESTIONS OF VALXIE. 


The Interstate Commerce commission 


has made so extended a report and is so 
full of comments and suggestions thai 
the press seems to have taken it up in 
installments. The burden of the com 
plaint of the commission i», congress in 
appointing such a commission enacted a 
law which pretended to 
do certain 


things, but which does nothing of the 
sort. 
For several years the members 


havo assembled in various cities and in 
vestigated complaints, only later on to 
find the courts everywheres refusing to 
consent to give any form and substance 
to their work. In instances 
of com 


plaints where it was shown discriminat- 
ing rates had been given, invariably 
there would bo forthcoming arguments 
rather opinions from learned judges, to 
demonstrate competition regulated, or 
the commission had no power to enfore 
its findings. At any rate year by year 
the commission baa been shorn of all 


who knows just->what the United States 
will accept and who is in favor of the 
reaty.

STj'1'i'HBSS HAZING.

West Point hazing, and this followed by 
revelations of other samples of detesta- 
ble barbarism in various colleges and 
universities, has gradually created in 
the minds of the public, that the sooner 
American educational institutions ceas- 
ed practices exceeding even the rites of 
our once wild Indians, the better it 
would be for the growing generation of 
boys and girls. From time to time haA 
rc 


come from Madison accounts 
of 
wild 


pranks, of hazing practices, that dis- 
graceful would be a conservative defini- 
tion, and 
some of these exhibitions of 


students horse plays, have not always 
occurred in the hazing line cither. 


President Van Hise is right, everlast- 


ingly right, and in his position should 
be supported by the board of regents 
who possess almost autocratic powers. 
It would rot be amiss if the governor 
would list this hazing reform on his list 
from which he c-oulcl occasionally vary 
with profit to the youth of his state. 
Hazing must go-, A few colleges have 
fairly succeeded in effacing 
the black 


mark of disgrace and it now remains for 
the University of Wisconsin to add to 
the number.

CONSTITUTIONAI-ITY OP FLAG 


The constitutionality of laws forbid- 


ding the use of the American flag for all 
purposes except the legitimate use in 
display of the national colors .will be 
;ested in a suit brought in New.. York. 
The legislature of last winter enacted 
a flag desecration law, strict in its pro- 
visions, and absolutely forbade . the use 
of the flag in any business sense what- 
ever. The lower court by stipulation, 
ipholds the constitutionality of the law 
and it goes up to the higher court for 
inal determination. One of the pleas 
set forth alleging the unconstitutional- 
ly was that the law conflicted with the 
national trade mark law, but if the idea 
in this plea was to contend the flag 
could be utilized as a trade mark and 
confirmed by the patent office, both the 
Business world and the world of senti- 
ment will be in the strongest opposition 
to anything of the sort. 


It certainly would be an 
anomaly 


should one individual, firm or corpora- 
tion incorporate the flag in its trade- 
mark, and henceforth deprive everybody 
else from using the same thing, but in 
the absence of particulars it may be 
presumed this in fact was not the plea 
in its integrity, but a plea set forth, 
that while the flag itself could not be 
copyrighted, one was legally entitled to 
use the flag in his trade mark, but sub- 
ject to the use of everybody else of . the 
same design. One prominent railroad 
now utilizes the shield as a design, but 
to set up the contention, the design was 
copyrighted and no others could use the 
shield would of course be utterly ab- 
surd. It is claimed that other flag dese- 
cration laws, 
notably one of 
Illinois, 


prevents the use of the flag upon a let- 
ter head or envelope, and it may be fair- 
ly surmised just as in many other in- 
stances, a proper law is made absurd. 
For instance a law which absolutely for- 
bade any one from printing in his name, 
or kind of business on the face of the 
flag or using the flag or banner as1 a 
purely advertising device would be prop-' 
cr. enough. -But to prohibit one from 
having the flag printed upon his. or her 
stationery is carrying it too far. 


GAME PROTECTION. 
c 


The Grantsburg Journal declines to 


approve of the commendations seen on 
occasions in the press, of our game laws. 
It fails to perceive just where the claim- 
ed excellence lies and says such approval 
is of the rottenest kind. This paper 
thinks that while the sportsman may be 
protected, the man who really needs the 
;ame living way back in the woods has 
no rights the law respects. It further 
says: 


"A law that will let the mail who lives 


in the back woods kill game and trade 
it off for shoes for his children would 
be a decent law and one that forbids the 
sale is all wrong. What is needed is a 
law that will protect the backwoods 
settler more than the game itself. To 
kill for sport ought to be made a crime 
and to waste game after it is killed 
ought to bring the offender 
a double 


penalty." 


The Elkhorn 
Independent 
endorses 


the views of the Grantsburg paper, say- 
ing: 


"At present our game laws are in- 


tended for the interests of the sports- 
man, 
the man who kills for pleasure, 


and the pot hunter, so-called, or the 
man who kills the game for the support 
of himself and family receives no consid- 
eration whatever. While laws should 
protect game in certain seasons, it seems 
wrong to prohibit the sale during the 
time allowed by law for hunting. If 
hunters were permitted to sell, many 
people might enjoy game dinners, who 
are now unable to obtain game except 
as a gift." 


But there should be no question as 


to the right of any citizen to protect 
himself from any ravages of game upon 
his premises, or to even shoot for pur- 
poses of helping out the family larder. 
Game protection in the opinion of many 
people is carried on too sacred lines. 


TATIIFF DRAWBACKS. 


Through the peculiar provision in the 


Dinglcy tariff law by. which raw mater- 
ial imported into this, country and re 
exported in manufactured form escapes 
paying large proportion of the proper 
duty, the American tin plate company in 
order to secure the making of the oil 
cans needed by the Standard Oil cor- 
poration, had to first get the consent 
of its workmen to work for less wages 
upon the product to be exported abroad. 
This reduction was secured some months 
ago, and a paragraph says the tonnage 
men in the tin plate works are to soon 
begin upon the manufacture of this large 
order of 1,500,000 cans. 


The rebate given, is OS per cent, of the 


duty when a firm imports raw materials 
as tin plate, has it made lip into de 
sired form, and filled with the oil is 
again shipped abroad. So instead of the 
firm in question having the cans made 
in England which, it could do. a certain 


>er cent, cheaper, through the tariff pro- 
vision, but which it could not do were 
t not for the drawback so thoughtfully 
;ivcn, it consents to give its contract to 
an American corporation proTided it will 
do the job at a less coat than abroad. 
Phis the tin plate company could not do 
unless its workmen would • consent to 
help pay the difference. This they duly 
agreed to do, so the American tariff 
supposed to protect American workmen, 
irotects them when they agree to ac- 
cept lower wages to make up for draw- 
>acks given. Yet tariffs are sacred in 
;he estimation of some people and on no 
consideration must be tampered with. 
Che next .tariff whenever it does come 
should be reformed in this particular 
and another little joker or two scatter- 
ed around. 


THE PEOPLE'S SENSE OF JUSTICE. 


The people have a keen sense of any 


injustice visited upon its army and mili- 
tary heroes, but at the same time they 
recognize hnman nature has its limita- 
tions and that an army or navy man 
might make a very poor executive offic- 
ial away from the sphere of his once ac- 
tive life. It does not follow at ail that 
a successful general would make a suc- 
lessful president, this fact has cost the 
country something to satisfy itself, and 
no future mistake is liable to be made 
upon these lines. Then it follows that in 
the cases of both Admiral Schley and 
3-eneral Miles while the country gives 
soth these officials their sympathy, and 
does not underrate their ability in their 
respective fields, yet official injustice by 
no means would induce the people to 
elevate either of them to high executive 
positions. The people have charity for 
the failings of General Miles for 
in- 


stance, yet recognizing the often official 
impertinence 
of Washington bureau 


chiefs and the bumptiousness of such men 
as Adjutant General Corbin, but all this 
with the very curt dismissal of the gen- 
eral on reaching retiring age, does not 
lead them to make a political favorite 
out of the general. 
There is not the 


slightest reason for supposing any poli- 
tical party will take up the general as 
a candidate. 


Congress will .undoubtedly in its next 


iession through a joint resolution vote 
a suitable gold medal be presented to 
General Miles which will suitably com- 
memorate his services to his country as 
an officer and general of the army. This 
will be passed unanimously as showing 
the appreciation of his countrymen for 
it is hardly expected any member of con- 
gress will be so churlish as to

against it.

One day not long since were announc- 


ed two electrical executions, neither one 
however, allowable by law, but still per- 
missible because no law, state or na- 
tion protects 
the 
people from 
the 


deadliness of these live electrical wires 
evcrywheres. At Niagara Falls a citizen 
was electrocuted in his own home, the 
fatal shock being received while in his 
cellar looking to ascertain the cause of 
trouble with the electric light wires. 
During the search an exposed wire gave 
him a shock of 2,000 volts, killing him 
instanter. Another case came from Chi 
cago where they have them often. Here 
a small boy was the victim. It seems 
the small boy and a, playmate were play- 
ing on the roof of a barn and during 
their play must have come in contact 
with a live wire that ran over the barn 
roof, for one of the boys had his head 
badly burned while the other was pick 
ed up unconscious from where he had 
fallen in the alley and died on his way 
to the hospital. 


Hardly a day that the press does 


not chronicle fatalities caused by the 
electric wires in some form. The victim 
is just as apt to be a skilled workman 
operating aloft on the 
wires, as is 


some citizen ignorant of the dangers be- 
ing run every moment where electric cur- 
rents enter a household or place of busi 
ness. Yet no laws operate to secure a 
reasonable degree of safety, 
and 
the 


deadly live wire and the murderous third 
rail are permitted to act as murder 
agents at will. 


A CONGBBSSIONAl INVESTIGATION. 


It is possible that President Roose- 


velt will himself forestall the Democrats 
in calling for an investigation into pos- 
tal matters and of matters connected 
with reported scandals from Indian ter- 
ritory. In this latter case a cabinet of' 
ficial has been accused of improper ac- 
tions, and while the press has sounded 
no loud tocsins about it, yet, the feeling 
is strong, that the charges should not bo 
ignored on the eve of a 
presidential 


campaign. Should the president in his 
message or a special message call for a 
congressional investigation it will take 
all the sting out of any demands made 
by the Democratic members. 
It will 


demonstrate beyond all manner of doubt 
to the country that the Republican par- 
ty rises way and above the consideration 
of individuals or even of party leaders 
and public officials, and if there is any- 
thing wrong, or officials have exceeded 
their powers or mistaken the latitude 
on which they may proceed, it is not only 
willing such should be shown, but even 
investigated so the facts may be devel- 
oped.

BUSINESS HAS DOUBLED 


DUKING PAST FIVE YEAES 


fl.600,000 Represents the Yearly 


Receipts in Passenger and Freight 


Departments—Outgoiug; Trains 


Made Up Nightly. 


The freight business on the railroads 


in Eacine has doubled within the last 
five years, which gives evidence of the 
fact that the manufacturers are doing 
some business and that the city 
is 


growing in proportion. 


This statement \vns made today by 


one of the leading railway men of this 
city. The passenger business has nearly 
increased accordingly. 


A conservative estimate of the amount 


of outgoing business is placed at 100 car- 
loads of merchandise, 
which consists 


principally of threshing machines nne 
other agricultural implements. 
This 


amount is shipped from Racine daily 
over the two roads running in here. 


It may be surprising to know but it 


Is nevertheless a fact, say the railway 
men, that more goods are shipped into 
Racine daily than there is exported in 
car numbers, while the total receipts for 
the import business may not exceed the 
charges on the export business. 


A large portion of the export busi- 


ness is handled in furniture vans, while 
most of the incoming goods reach the 
city in smaller cars. 
It is said that 


about 125 cars of freight are rolled into 
llacinc daily. 


$1,500,000 A YEAR BUSINESS. 


A close estimate of the total amount 


of business in dollars and cents cou- 
flucted hero in a month is placed be- 
tween $125,000 and 
$150,000. 
This 


amount includes the receipts in 
both 


freight 
and 
passenger 
departments, 


showing a grand total of over a $1,500,- 
000 collected by the railways in Racine 
during the year. This money is cash as 
the railway corporations are not in the 
credit business. 


IMPROVEMENTS KEEP PACE. 


Improvements on the roads have been 


made almost accordingly in proportion 
to the amount of dividends declared out 
of the. gross receipts. 
A new $50,000 


station has been constructed by the C. 
& N. W. people at Racine. A joint sta- 
tion has been constructed by the same 
company and the C. M. & St. P. rail- 
way at Racine Junction at a cost of 
about $6,000. 
The Northwestern peo- 


ple have also built a splendid park on 
their property just east of their Racine 
station. 


SIDE TRACK MILEAGE. 


It is estimated that about ten miles of 


side track have been laid in the past five 
years on both roads. The St. Paul road 
at Eacine Junction is thoroughly honey- 
combed with sidings running 
in 
and 


out of the factories, and still the com- 
pany is often crowded for room locally. 
TSe company's downtown yards have 
been largely extended. 
New mils have 


been put down and a new dock has been 
put in along the river 
from 
Fourth 


street to State street bridge. The com- 
pany has also been talking of construct- 
ing a new warehouse in the downtown 
district to take the place of the old 
structure, years ago the passenger sta- 
tion, now answering the purpose, br,t 
thus far improvements of this character 
have not been made. 
However, in an- 


other year a new structure will ba built 
near the terminal of the city yards. 


Rumor had it some months »go that 


the Northwestern people were anxious to 
build a new freight station somewhere 
nearer the heart of the city. It was 
Bald that the company wanted to pur- 
chase the S. Freeman & Sons old build- 
ings near the Case plant for that pur- 
pose, but these contemplated 
chancres 


were frustrated by the purchase of the 
property by the Case people for their 
own use.

Freight, such as perishable goods 
are 


often shipped during the day. A larger 
portion of the goods sent from Racine 
find a western market. The exports east 
arc small • considering the western busi- 
ness. 
It is estimated that about one 


hundred men find employment on tiie 
railroads in Racine. Considering Racine 
is not a railroad center this number is 
large. 
An army of over 
thirty-five 


hundred traveling men and representa- 
tives selling Racine made 
goods 
are 


responsible for the exports. Of course 
only a small per cent of the drummers 
make Racine their home, as many of 
them have territories to cover in states 
that makes it utterly 
impossible for 


them to reach this city only on most 
urgent business. 
While the St. Paul 


people only employed about thirty men 
hero five years ago ,the force has about 
doubly increased meanwhile. The same 
state of affairs applies to the Northwest- 
ern road. 


BELT RAILWAY RUMORED. 


Report has also been in circulation 


that a belt railway, such as the Elgin, 
Jolist and Eastern road, wanted to ex- 


tend a line to Racine so as to get 
portion of the business. A road of this 
kind running a line up from Chicago 
along the east shore taking all the inter 
mediate points in has been discussed m 
several occasions. 
Such a road wouli 


probably terminate at Milwaukee,. bu' 
thus far no noticeable steps hava bee) 
taken to make such an improvement ant 
it is not at all likely any move of thii 
kind will be made for some time to come 
There was also talk of the Milwaukee 
Electric Railway & Light company going 
into the freight business but that is al 
it ever amounted to. 
Such could be 


done, however.

tween Peoria and Pekin, IJ1., a distanci 
of eight miles. Trolley cars and stearr 
ears are operated by one company on 
the same tracks.

An industry around Racine that hn< 


been noticed by the railroads is the 
cabbage and onion buainqss, especially 
the former. During the fall and winter 
months dozens of cars are shipped cou- 
tiuning these perishable goods. Many 
cars of sauerkraut are sent out of here 


THE LARGEST SHIPPERS. 


The Case people are the largest ship- 


pers in Racine. The Racine-Sattley com- 
pany are second, with the Mitchell & 
Lewis Co., the Fish Brothers Wagon Co.; 
the S. Freeman & Sons MaTiufactiirinj 
Co., 
somewhere about even for

place. The malleable iron companies do 
not carry on a small export business by 
any means. 
Then there.is the 
other 


concerns whose output does not amount 
to so much in heavy freight, such as 
the Horlick Food company, the C. I.

NO DISCRIMINATION SHOWS.

EFFECT OF STRONG WIND 


Biwsine Again Lucky Main. Part o: 


Storm Passing to the North West 


—Baged With Great Violence 


at Milwaukee. 


A severe storm, almost as fierce as the 


deadly cyclone that tore Eacine to 
pieces many years ago, passed through 
the country in the town of Mt. Pleasant 
just west of the city limits between the 
hours of twelve and one o'clock lasl 
night, doing much damage to property. 


General roaring of thunder and vivid 


flashes of lightning seemed to stir the 
quiet winds until they blew at terrible 
velocity. The storm wrought havoc in 
its path. The stables at the Eacine 
Golf club were literally torn to pieces. 
Many large oak trees were wrenched 
from the roots and blown down. The 
club house and cottage were also dam- 
aged but not to such a great extent. 
Boards and shingles were torn off, caus- 
ing a bad leakage. The damage to the 
association will be quite large. 


The freakish course of the storm was 


particularly noticeable this morning. It 
came from the southwest and passed to 
the northeast. As no special damage 
is reported southwest of the country 
club it is believed that the storm called 
a tail end of a cyclone bjf William Ire- 
land, the chef, living with bis family in 
the cottage., came down from the clouds 
like a ha.wk. fixes its fangs into a chicken 
and then soars away with its prey, for 
no damage northeast of the golf grounds 
is reported. 


Mr. Ireland waa interviewed this morn- 


ing and told his story: 


"My wife and family live in the cot- 


tage. Between midnight and one o'clock 
last night we were aroused from our 
sleep by an awful wind. Previous the 
air was still with the exception of heavy 
thunder and repeated flashes of light- 
ning. There was clap after clap which 
seemed to increase steadily just south- 
west of us. .This was accompanied by 
a heavy wind and a few drops of rain. 
Suddenly the atorm with all its force 
was down upon us. It did not last long. 
You could hear the frees crack, and all 
of a sudden there was a crash, and in 
another instant all was comparatively 
quiet. I went out and found the con- 
sequences." 


HEAVY DAMAGE NORTH. 


Another terrific storm passed in close 


iToximity to Eacine between S and 9 
o'clock last nifiht and did considerable 
damage north of here .especially at Bay 
View and Milwaukee. There was a hea- 
vy wind, deluge of rain and some thun- 
der and lightning. For a time the rain 
was blown through the air in regular 
akes and streets were filled with wa- 
;er. Pedestrians caught out were drcnch- 
d and the German residents and band, 
who started out in parade, had to make 
a break for shelter. Except a few limbs 
of trees being broken, and some wires 
jeing blown down and low lands flooded, 
;hcre was no damage in this vicinity. 


At Bay View, north of here, it is re- 


x>rted that there waa a regular cloud 
rarst and the low lands were flooded 
and street car tracks were submerged. 
It was impossible to board cars without 
wading ankle deep in water. In Milwau- 
cee plate glass windows were wrecked 
n stores and some damage done. Street 
:ar traffic was stopped for an 
hour. 


Telephones and telegraph wires suffered. 
Sidewalks were under water and it is re- 
ported the worst storm in many years 
>ast. 


Eeports from the western and north- 


ern parts of the county show that the 
storm last night and also the one this 
morning did great damage in many sec- 
tions. Along the line of the Southwest- 
ern division of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railway between this city 
and Burlington a large number of tele- 
graph and telephone poles arc down; 
also trees and fences. A large amoirnt 
of land is under water, corn blown over 
and flooded and other damage done. 


The Western Union and Postal Tele- 


graph companies wires have 
been in 


:rouble most of the dn.y and it was dif- 
ficult to get messages through to many 
jties. 


In the storm of last Saturday night 
he barn of George Thomas, at Eacine 
foint, was struck by lightning and bad- 
y torn to pieces.

Several years ago a young man was 


taken to Sing Slag and happened to bo 
placed in a remote corridor. Through 
his bars he could see nothing but the 
stone -wall of the building. Not even a 
window relieved the monotony from 
his viewpoint. Inside of an hour the 
new prisoner was pacing his cell nerv- 
ously. Two guards came in the even- 
ing and sat dowu in tbe far end of the 
corridor to play checkers. The young 
follow could hear them talking in low 
toned and moving their pieces on the 
board, but could see nothing. He called 
to the guards several times and was 
finally threatened with the straitjack- 
et. It seemed that he wanted to be 
placed in a cell where he could see 
somebody pass. After the menace of 
the straitjackct the young prisoner ut- 
tered no sound. Two hours later he 
.•was found lying in the bottom of his 
cell temporarily insane and almost 
smothered. It was his nerves which 
unhinged his mind and would not let 
Mm breathe. And this some young man 
had revealed a peculiar daring and 
deviltry outside. He recovered fully 
afterward.

His time over, he emerges a pallid, flab- 
by limbed, evil eyed fellow, full of 
hnte, infernal craft and evil plans ma- 
tured unto absolute perfection. Long 
after tbe great outdoors have brushed 
away the pallor of the prison you can 
tell an ex-convict by his eyes.—Ex- 
V/arden. 


With Jackie McBride, ;who had a 


year to serve for attempting to enter 
the mansion on West Sixty 
street, 


these conditions did not prevail. A cen- 
tury or more before the great Moriari- 
ty was jailed in London many of his 
descendants, the JJcBrldes, died in pris- 
on. In periods of captivity these bard 
men had schooled themselves to vast 
patience and a sort of stoic philosophy.

tory Ifl already partly ripened, as Indf- 
ated by tbe Immense number of bac- 
erla It contains. 
AH tbe changes 


which occur in the cream under tbe in- 
fluence of the miscellaneous bacteria 
lave already occurred, and the ripen- 
ing that takes place In the factory is 
wholly due, or almost -wholly, to the 
growth of the acid'bacteria. 


A ripened cream Is almost a purt 
:ultnre of acid bacteria, but this does 
not mean that the ripening has been 
produced ty this bacteria alone. That 
he lactic bacteria play an Important 
part .In the ripening is perfectly evi- 
dent; that they are the sole cause of 
he changes occurring In the ripening 
s not BO evident. 
The peculiar flavor of spring butter, 


which Is so much, desired by the butter 
maker, is not due to th« development 
of the common lactic bacteria. Butter 
ripened during the winter months de- 
velops the two species of lactic bac- 
teria as abundantly and as quickly as 
does that ripened in the spring, but the 
flavor does not make its appearance. 


In the last three experiments re- 


corded the spring flavor was very no- 
ticeable in the cream, but the develop- 
ment of the acid bacteria, or the two 
species referred to, was practically the 
same as in all the previous experi- 
ments. ' The spring flavor, therefore, 
cannot be due to these common lactic 
bacteria. 


To what this spring flavor la owing 


we are hot yet satisfied. Whether it 
will prove to be due to the large 
growth of miscellaneous bacteria dur- 
.ng the first few hours of ripening or 
whether It Is due to a difference to the 
chemical nature of'the cream remains 
for further experiments to decide.— 
Professor H. W. Conn. 


Renovated Butter Law*. 


A case has.Just been concluded ia 


Which It has been found that that por- 
tion of the oleomargarine law relating 
to renovated butter is defective In an 
important particular. 


The law provides that renovated but- 


ter shall be branded and stamped in 
much the same manner as oleomarga- 
rine. 


Last winter a Brm in Buffalo was 


found to be taking renovated butter 
from the original packages and making 
it over Into rolls and prints without 
properly marking It to disclose its real 
nature. 
The case came before the 


United States grand jury and no in- 
dictment was found, much to tbe sur- 
prise of those Interested In the prosecu- 
tion. It has Just transpired that this 
was due to the fact that the law does 
not make It tin offense to take reno- 
vated butter oat of an original pack- 
age, make it over Into prints or rolls 
and sell it for pure batter provided It 
is not shipped to any other state or 
territory or the District of Columbia 
or any other country after having done 
this. For this reason the United States 
attorney decided that It would be use- 
less to undertake to convict the firm ol 
irregular practices and recommended 
no bill. 


This proceeding has shown that It la 


possible to sell renovated butter for 
pure butter In any state where the 
state law does not cover cases like the 
one related above. 


Dairying In France. 


French butter may be said to be of 


three grades. The first grade, usually 
made up in little pats or rolls, Is en- 
tirely without salt and whea freshly 
made is of good flavor. It is of a 
greasy or pasty consistency. 


The second grade is made of butter- 


milk and skimmed- milk, and the third 
Is made by heating the residue of the 
milk and churning it with a small 
quantity of milk and cream. The last 
grade Is used for cooking butter..< 


There Is a popular belief that "mar- 


garine" la" freely used In the prepara- 
tion of French Butter but as the chief 
establishments .guarantee the purity of 
their products and invite analysis It Is 
probable that the only adulteration to 
be found In their products Is a more or 
less liberal use of lacteal fats obtained 
by reheating the mflk as described. ' 


France • exports annually butter rep- 


resenting a value of $11,680,000. But- 
ter usually appear* on the French table 
with the radishes aa a first course at 
the midday meal and IB not seen, again 
In recognizable form until the next 
noon.—Bordeaux.
